Food and Other Problems. 


But all these are perhaps the least 
serious of guestions. The food prob- 
‘lem is bristling with difficulties. We 
know now what a great réle that vrob- 
lem played in bringing about Ger- 
many’s defeat. In the months before 
she bowed to the inevitable, it is now 
clear, food conditions rapidly grew 

Nearly all the papers severely crit{- 
cise the armistice conditions as being 
likely. to prolong and increase the suf- 
ferings in this direction. A very con- 
siderable fear exists in Government 
circles that, despite all efforts, food 
distribution may become chaotic, with 
disastrous results. 


Very closely linked up with this 
matter is that of demobilization. The; 
coming home of the soldiers will throw 
‘a very great strain on the food distri- 
bution organization, all the more so 
because arrangements for an orderly 
demobilization have been made infi- 
nitely more difficult by the fact that 
large numbers of soldiers have taken 
the matter into their own hands and 
are .‘‘ making their own arrange- 
ments’’ for proceeding home. Al- 
ready at Cologne and other Rhineland 
centres matters have become serious 
on this account. 

Then there is the question of hous- 
ing the returning soldiers. During 
the war Berlin and other large cities 
have suffered’ severely from lack of 
housing accommodations. With the 
end of the war the seriousness of that 
problem is obviously multiplied. 

The People’s Progressive Party, has 
published an appeal to the civilized 
world to make the terms of the ar- 
mistice milder, and so has the Ba- 
varian Government.

My informant did not know the Ser- 
}geant’s real name, as every one, offi- 
cers and soldiers alike, always called 
him ‘* Toubib '’—Algerian slang for a 
doctor—because, owing to malaria, 
which he contracted in the Tonkin 
campaign, he was invariably provided 
with quinine or opium pills, with 
which he insisted on dosing his com- 
rades for every imaginable malady. 

Toubib had sworn a blood feud 
against a machine-gun in a clump of 
bushes half a mile behind the boche 
lines and vowed that the last shot of 
the war should demolish it. During 
Sunday night he walked fifteen kilo- 
meters to set~his watch exactly with 
official time at division headquarters. 
Punctually at 10:59 he pulled the lan- 
yard of his carefully trained piece, and 
with a shout of joy saw the shell burst 
plumb in the centre of the bushes. 

Crying ‘‘ This time I can see the ef- 
fect of my shot immediately,’’ he ran 
forward to the outposts with the in- 
tentign of going on to the bushes 
forthwith.

Murders by German Seldiers. 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Nov. i6, 
(Associated Press).—Thousands of Ger- 
man troops were seen in Brussels by 
the correspondent last night, while Bel- 
gian cavalry was expected to arrive to- 
day. Meantime, both Imperialist and 
Republican officers were laboring under 
the forced armistice to get the Germans 
out of the city. The Republican soldiers 
have failed to keep the promises to 
maintain order which they made when 
the new order of things was estab- 
Ushed. 

Owing to the shattered discipline, it 
was impossible to get the soldiers en- 
trained by Friday, and the Burgomaster 
was asked for an extension until Sun- 


day to complete the evacuation. . Yes- 
terday, a committee of tne Soldiers’ and 


Workmen’s Council left Brussels, pre- 
sumably for Berlin. Their adherents 
still in Brussels, numbering thousands, 
are maintaining & sort of disciplihe 
among themselves. 

The excesses in the past week have 
been numerous, but fewer than might 
have been expected. Imperialist officers 
took the situation in hard and -executed 
revolutionary soldiers charged with 


murder, after a drumhead courtmartial. 
One case was that of the slayers of a 
restaurant-keeper and his wife, both of 
whom had been killed for refusing to 
hand over the key to their safe. 


PILLAGING NEAR BRUSSELS. 


German Officers in the City Frat- 
ernizing with “ Red” Soldiers. 
LONDON, Nov. 16.—Confirmation has 
been received here of reports that Ger- 
mans are pillaging or destroying’ prop- 
erty in the suburbs of Brussels. Al- 
though the,movement is in no sense rev- 


olutionary, it is regarded probable that 


allied military steps will be necessary 
to enforce the armistice. 

Advices received in London today say 
that the entry of the Belgian King and 
Queen into Brussels has been postponed. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 14.—An Associated 
Press correspondent spent two hours in 
the city today. He found the capital 
calm and expectant, awaitting the de- 
parture of the unwelcome guests and 
the arrival of King Albert’s soldiers. 
The disorders of last Sunday and Mon- 
day are now over. The people of Brus- 
sels have never departed from the dig- 
nified calm which las characterized 
their behavior during the last four years. 
They refused te rraternize with the Bol- 
shevist German soldiers. The loss of 
life during the riots occurred in fights 
between the Red soldiers and those loyal 
to. the old German flag. — 

When the correspondent reached the 
royal palace he found @ great throng of 
people assembled there in the hope that 
King Albert would soon arrive. He was 
recognized by several he had known be- 
fore the war and was immediately sur- 
rounded by a crowd of arrxious people 
seeking news of the approach of the Bel- 
gian Army. He had to retire hastily, 
however, as the park was filled with 
German soldiers.

FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Nev. 17, 
(Associated Press.) — The .Burgomaster 
of Brussels, M. Lemonnier, gave.to the 
correspondent the following story-of the 
revolution on Novy. 10: 

‘““I was informed that German sol- 
diers were making manifestations in the 
streets, setting prisoners free ~ and 
threatening their officers. The officers 
resisted, but the manifestants overcame 
them. It wag also reported that there 
was to be a meeting at the Place 
Poelaert. I arrived there at 3:80 o'clock 
and found a crowd of between 5,000 and 
10,000 German soldiers surrounded by 
crowds of curious Belgians. 

A4 noncommissioned officer and a 
group of German soldiers on a motor 
car were displaying an enormous red 
flag and a bouquet of white flowers. 
Many soldiers wore a white. brassard. 
I was told that they were a committee 
of Soldiers and Workmen organizing a 
manifestation. Just as a noncommis- 
sioned officer was concluding a vigor- 
ous speech an allied airplane appeared 
above and German anti-aircraft guns 
opened fire, and at each shot, which ob- 
viously missed the airplane, the German 
soldiers cheered with satisfaction. 

‘‘ After further speeches, the troops 
formed a procession and marched to the 
representatives of the German Govern- 
ment in the Rue Régence. Here they 
trampled down a German flag. The 
procession continued through other 
streets, and by now quite a number of 
red flags had been secured. 

‘‘ Arriving in the Rue Royale I found 
the place black with people. Unfortu- 
nately, I must say, there were numbers 
of Belgians singing the ‘ ‘‘ Interna- 
tionale.’’ The Germans had invaded the 
Governor’s house and hoisted the red 


flag from the balcony. 


‘* Meanwhile I visited the Governor’s 


offices and found them vacant. I then || 


went to the Hotel de Ville and, observ- 
ing our workmen apparently beginning 
to fraternize with the German mani- 
festants, thought it right to give them 
some good advice. At this moment a 
young man with a white brassard on his 
arm entered and asked in behalf of the 
Soldiers’ and Workmen’s Committee 
that I, as Burgomaster, should go to 
the Soldiers’ and Workmen's _ head- 
quarters at the Senate and come to some 
arrangement with them.

GERMANS CRUEL TO END. 


British Official Report Tells of Ill- 
Treatment of Prisoners. 


In 2 debate in the House of Commons 
on QGct. 29 there Was @ spirited inter- 
pellation of the British Government in 
regard to the allegea cruel ‘treatment. 
given prigoners captured. by the Ger, 
mang during the 5 ring offensive. 
Charges against the Germans in this 
respect had heen augmenting for several 
weeks, principally through prisoners’ 





‘letters, and the Government Committee 


on the Treatment by the Enemy of 
British Prisoners of War, under the 
Chairmanship of Robert Younger, had 
bean esked ta investigate. 

On the occasion of the debate of Oct. 
28 the Committee's report was presented 
in the ferm of a White Paper. The evi- 
dence given was furnished principally 
by British soldiers who had succeeded 
in making their escape from their cap- 
tors. Said oral Arthur Coney: 

“The men in aur compound all felt 
that they might as well risk bein: 
killed getting — to British lines af 
remain in German lines to be killed by. 
our shells or starved by Germans.” — 

The report also remarks: ‘If any ex- 
planation jg ta he given of the unjusti- 
flable treatment to which these prisun- 
ers have been required to submit, it 
must be looked fer, the Committee feels, 
elsewhere than in German scarcity.

Harry A. Dearing of 985 Summit 
Avenue, Jersey City, is reported killed 
in action. He enlisted in the 7th New 
York, but was transferred to the 165th 
Infantry. 

John K. McGliuye of 2,619 Bedford 
Avenpe, Brooklyn, is listed as killed in 
action. He was a member of Co. C, 
107th Infantry. He had q record as an 
athlete.at Erasmus Hall Hi School, 
from which he wag graduated in 1917. 

David L. Gladd of Co. C, 308th In- 
fantry, has been killed in action. Gladd, 
whose: home was at 4,336 Atlantic Ave- 
nue, Richmond Hill, waived exemption 
granted him for a wife and two chil- 
dren. He was formerly commander of 
James McLeer Camp, Sons of Veterans. 

Archibald L. Motz of 4 Fourth Street, 
Union Course, L. 1., waa killed in ac- 
tion while with Co. I, 1@7th Infantry. 
At the time of his enlistment he was 
employed in a Manhattan bank. 

Lars Evenson, dead from wounds, was 
24 years old gnd lived at 111 Rapelye 
Street, Bragklyn, Qriginally assigned to 
the 308th Infantry, he was ill in the hos- 
pital when that regiment left Camp Up- 
ton, and upon his recovery was assigned 
to the 49th Infantry, -He was formerly 
employed in the job printing plant of 
The Evening Fost. 

Joseph A. Phillips of Sayville, L. I., a 
member of Co. E, 31@th Infantry, was 
killed in action on Sept. 29, exactly four 
months after he entered the seryice. He 
was @ former Rhode Island National 
Guardsman. 

Frederick Glasser of Co. C, 105th In- 
fantry is reported: killed in action on Oct.

1" Diepheased because of the manner 
in. which United States Marshal 
Thomas) D. McCarthy solicited him 
publicly for a $10,000 donation. to the 
War Work Campaign, Henry Ford, the 
Detroit automobile manufacturer, arose 
from: his seat in the Metropolitan Opera 
House last night at the Friars-Lambs 
‘“* Frolic-Gamble ’’ and left the audito- 
rium. As Mr. Ford walked up the or- 
chestra aisle persons in the audience be- 
gan to hiss and the hisses grew in vol- 
ume until Mr. Ford reached ‘the door. 
Mr. Ford was seated in the. house with 
his wife, his son Edsel, and his son's 
wife. Marshal McCarthy, in a right 
hand box, was attempting to raise $10,- 
000 toward the $100,000 donated by the 
audience. He was being assisted by Al 
Jolson, an actor. 

Marshal McCarthy called on all the 
men he knew in the audience and asked 
for donations. Mr. Jolson spied Mr.

HAVANA, Nov. 10.—The fact that the 
Cuban eléctoral law has many short- 
comings is being brought home to the 
Cubans as never before by the results 
of the elections for Congressmen and 
Provincial Councilmen held the first 
week of November.

General Crowder’s words were not 
y | appreciated at the time by the Cubans, 
but from statements made by the most 
prominent citizens, from General Himillo 
Nunes, Vies President of the Republic, 
down, regardless of party affiliations, 
it 1s now realized that radical changes 
must be made if the Republic is to sur- 
vive. 

The last elections presented the spec- 
tacle of an election without or at least 
very few-electors. The Liberals, with 
some exceptions, did not turn out to 
exercise their right of suffrage, and 
comparatively few Conservatives voted. 
Bome Liberals say they did go to the 
polls only to be told on appearance that 
they had already cast their votes. There 
was no satisfactory appeal. Some one 
had simply appeared and cast a vote in 
some one else’s name, and that was the 
end of the matter so far as the Election 
Board was concerned. 

President Menocal, of course, con- 
demns election frauds as much as any 
one. No one who knows his record 


could doubt that. But he is as power-/. 
less with the present electoral law to, 


avoid frauds as any one else. It is 
understood, however, that he will make 
an earnest effort to get Congress to 


such spectacles as that of this month 
impossible. Whether or not he will have 
the support of a majority in such rec- 
ommendations only time will tell. 

Now patriotic Qubans regard the pres- 
ent situation is ably Illustrated by Vice 
President Nunez in an interview given 
by him to the Cuban ftewspaper, La 
Prensa. No one can eVer doubt his 
patriotism, and yet in this interview he 
foresees intervention on the part of the 
American Government in Cuban politics 
unless something is done to eradicate 
present electoral evils. General Nunez 
is quoted as follows: 

In this crisis, the gravest through

Realized Its Importance. 


The Americans knew what confronted 
them. They realized that this was no 
second St. Mihiel, but an enterprise at 
which other armies had balked for four 
years. They knew that here was to be 
fought a fight to rank with the first 
battle of the Marne, with Verdun, with 
the Somme, and the Chemin-des-Dames ; 


and they knew that on them depended 
the fate of the great attack on the rest 
of the front.

SINGING MEETS WAR NEEDS. 


General Soott Says It Is of Great 
Value in Long Marches. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—A tribute to 
singing as military. necessity among 
soldiers on the march is paid by Major 
Gen. Scott, commanding officer at Camp 
Dix, Wrightstown, N. J., in an official 
bulletin issued by him at camp head- 
quarters. Ever since the first day he 
assumed command of the New Jersey 
eantonment General Scott has made a 
study of. the psychological effect of 
singing on marching soldiers. He has 
found that a ‘‘ song:a mile for the last 
ten miles.’’ of a long hike is essential. 

‘While marching ‘nothing will so ef- 
fectively keep up the spirits of the men 
and prevent them from straggling as 
the singing of marching songs,’’ says 
General Scott in the bulletin. ‘‘ The 
soldier's ‘mind is thus stimulated, and 
‘instead of thinking of the weight of his 
equipment or his physical weariness he 
Gevelops a dogged and cheerful deter- 


mination. As a cadence exercise singing |* 


is of great value in teaching combined 
and concerted action. Men fail to keep 
in step on the march, not. by the fault 
of the legs, but by the fault of the 
mind. They do not feel the cadence, 
swing, or rhythm of the march mentally. 
The mind, more than the leg, is in need 
of training. Keeping in perfect step is a 
mental, not a physi matter. 

“It is a very excellent plan to con- 
clude physical drill with marching, the 
men singing. Battalions should be as- 
sembled for this instruction frequently. 
In this connection attention is invited to 


‘the announcement from. these headquar- 


ters that a cadence of 130 per minute 
will meet with approval.” ,

Employment Service Finds Both 
War and Peace Industties in 
Need of More Workers. 


JERSEY CONFERENCE CALLED 


industry and Labor Representatives 
Will Meet in Newark-—Jobs Held 
Open for Soldiers.

The first week after the suspension of 
hostilities brought no radical change in 
the industrial situation in New York 
State, according to the United States 
Employment Service, which found the 
supply of labor still far below the de- 
mand after a canvass of several hun- 
dred manufacturers in this State. 

New Jersey, one of the most concen- 
trated industrial States in the country, 
will be the first to lay down a program 
for readjustment. Leaders in manufac- 
turing, finance, business, agriculture, 
organized and unorganized labor will 
meet on Dec. il at the Robert Treat 
Hotel in Newark at the call of the 
Manufacturers’ Council of the state of 


\New Jersey. In calling the meeting, 


which will be known as a readjustment 
convention, President Warren C. King 
of the council said: : 

‘It is extremely, necessary at this 
time that the business interests of the 
country consider not only the means by 
which readjustment is to take place, 
but that a program be formulated which 
shall b@ prudent and far-seeing and 
shall make for the best interests of 
producers ‘of employe and of em- 
ployer.’ 

National leaders in industry, finance, 
commerce, and organized labor will at- 
tend the meeting of the Reconstruction 
Committee of the National Civic Fed- 
eration on Dec. 2 at 1 Madison Avenue. 

After a canvass gf the war industries 
to find out what workers. they were 
planning to release the United States 





had workers to release. 

On the other hand, in answer to a 
second questionnaire sent out to 600 
peace industries asking them what work- 
ers they required, it has to date received 
40 answers, every one listing specific re- 
quests for labor. In all, the Bureau 
said, these 40 industries are looking for 
about 21,000 workers, men and women, 
akilled and unskilled. Every sort of 
labor seems to be in demand, from en- 
gineers to seamstresses, from cash girls 
to managers. In reply to the question 
as to when jobs will be available the 
answer invariably was: ‘ Immediate- 
ly.” In its questionnaire to employers 
in peace industries the Bureau makes 
this statement: 

“The United States Employment Serv- 
ice is equipped to supply you with em- 
ployes of every*kind. In a‘ short time 
the industries of peace will be able to 
resume their normal activities. We want 
to assist you in finding satisfactory 
workers for your business. This service 


will cost nothjng to you or to the work- 


ers supplied.” - 

In its questionnaire to war industries 
it simply asked employers to report 
prospective separations from their serv- 
ice and supplies a long list of the classes | 
involved.

hiatal That ‘Masidacturets Do Not 
' Seek a Wage Fight. 

William H. Barr, President of the Na- 
tional Founders’ Associetion, issued a 
statement in New York last night in 
which he asserted that Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation 
of Labor, had ‘‘ misinterpreted both the 
spirit and intent’ of a recent staternent 
relative to wages and working hours.

Mr. Swann’s investigation began when 
complaints were received from soldiers 
concerning speculation in tickets for 
military shows.

The results, he says, show the following 
situation: 

“It is found that the ticket specula- 
ters dispose of practically 80 per cent. 
of the tickets sold in New York, and 
that they underwrite the plays and 
guarantee their financial success before 
the curtain goes up. In one instance the 
Tyson Company, the largest theatrical 
ticket brokerage concern here, guaran- 
teed in advance for one production to 
buy 400 tickets for each night of twenty- 
four weeks. This amounted to 57,600 
tickets or approximately $120,000. A 
commiasion of 25 per cent. for each 
yticket wae paid to the Tyson Company. 

“Under normal conditions, this same 
broker testified, his firm had under- 
written or participated in the under- 
writing, or ‘buying out,’ of eighteen 
~different productions and had guaran- 
teed the purchase of certain tickets for 
two, four, and eight weeks in advance.’’ 

According to the figures presented by 

“the District Attorney, seven brokers 
Jatre collect premiums on the sales of 
‘2,200,000 tickets annually. The District

business of the leading concerns:

“Under Four : Flags” Shows 
Pershing’s Crusaders in Last 
Word of America’s Answer. 


PEACE CELEBRATION FINALE 


Skillful Use of Stirring Scenes in 
Late Fighting ae an End of 
World Drama Oversea. 


. ; : 

The Government's third war film, 
‘Under Four Fiags,"’ filled the pro- 
grams of the Rivoli and Rialto yester- 
day, and many a man who cheered for 
the war’s end last Monday and had been 
absorbed since then in the unfo}ting of 
the momentous future, will go to one of 
these theatres in the course of the pres- 
ent week and look back for a moment 
upon what is already “the past,’’ in 
which the things that command his at- 
tention today had their beginning. Pre- 
vieus Government films have had as 
their purpose the stimulation of the will 
to victory; they have been “* part of the 
Government's fighting forces.”” But the 
signing of the armistice has changed 
conditions, and ‘Under Four Flags” 
appears as a record of atcomplishment, 
the nation’s narration to its people of 
how the victory was won. 

In delivering it to the public the Di- 


‘yision of Films of the Committee’ on 


Public Information has performed a 
timely service. This essential relation 
of the picture to the present was ap- 
preciated by 8. L. Rothapfel, who as- 
sembled the film, and Kenneth C. Bea- 
ton, who wrote the titles, as well as by 
those who assisted them, with the re- 
suit that ‘Under Four Flags"’ meets 
the requirements of the moment, an- 
ticipating the mood of its spectators, 
quickening their emotions, and offering 
them opportunity for unrestrained ¢x- 
pression of their feelings after the war. 

The pictures, of course. were taken 
without the end of the war in sight, so 
the principal part in the task of definite- 
ly relating them to the new order today 
was in the hands of those who selected 
what was to be used, arranged the strips 
of film, wrote the titles, and prepared 
the interpretative music. But they 
could have done nothing worth while 
without excellent material, and whatever 
value the completed product has is 
based upon the value of the pictures. 
To say that ‘‘ Under Four Flegs"’ as it 
stands is a work of art, is, first of all, 
to say that the members of the United 
States Signal Corps and allied camera 
men, who took the pictures, performed 
their task exceptionally well, . 

They, made many unequaled pictures 
of the war. Without skillful arrange- 
ment, however, the film would have 
failed to fill the place intended for it. 
Its separate pictures thrown together 
without any idea of continuity or dra- 
matic effect would not have stimulated 
and sustained the intensified interest 
that dominated every one who saw it 
yesterday. ‘The response of the specta- 
tors was spontaneous. Himotions mount- 
ed to @ climax as the pictures were un- 
roiled in dramatic sequence, and then 
the tenser interest relaxed easily as a 
touch of humor or stent — in- 

tervened to re-establish a level of inter- 

éat from which the next ‘climax mught be 
Sevelapes. 
In building the film Mr. Rothapfel con- 
ceived the idea of having it tell a story— 
a ‘story that might be purely imegina- 
tive, in so far as it was conmected with 
the actual time and piace of the taking 
of the pictures, but one that shouid * 
true nevertheless, true in its vivid de- 
scription of the ending of the war. And

The part played by each 
nation is depicted, with many thrilling 
scenes, and finally by victory is pro- 
claimed in pictures of the demonstration 
here last Monday, and a symbolical rep- 
resentation of the triumphant Allies. 

The different scenes, in limited space, 
seem often to surpass shisteaeg of the 
kind seen before in power to thrill. The 
man in the street must see ‘‘ Under Four 
Flags ’’ to know what it is, both as a 
war review and as a picture.

Federat Reread of Education Plans | 
to Help Out Nation’s Schools. 


‘WASHINGTON, Nov. /AT.—According 
to the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion 50,000 . hers’ places. are vacant, 
arid 120,000 persons are teaching this 
year who have never before a 
class. Several thousand schools have 
actually closed or have remained un- 
opened because it was impossible for the 
local trustees to find teachers. The 
lowered standards in many places and 
the total lack. of instruction in’ others 
means a loss to the children of the na- 
tion which cannot be replaced. The 
shortage of teachers affects nearly every 
Many urgent re- 


ance of the bureau, for it is clearly im- 
possible for gome of the States to man 
their schools with the teachers available 
in their own borders. Practical and ef- 
fective response will be made by the 
bureau. 

By the direction of the President and 
of Secretary of the Interior Lane, the 
Federal Commissioner of Education has 
organized @ new division in' his office to 
‘assist local officers in finding teachers. 
An appeal has been issued to all who 
are qualified and able to teach, urging 
them to signify their willingness to do 
so by registering with the new School 
Board Service Division of the Bureau of 
Education, In Washington. Registrants 
will be put fin touch with schools” which 
are seeking teachers, with thé expecta- 
tion of employment .in the regular way. 
No charge whatever will be made either 
to the registrants or’to the schools for 
the service. ‘ 

It is well known that in every com- 
munity there are women who formerly 
taught, whose husbands are now in the 
army or in other branches of the Gov- 
ernment service, or whose homes do not 
demand all their time. Such women are 
specially needed fn the schools now. 

High schools all over the country have 
suffered from the demand for men of 


tion plants, the chemical warfare 
branch of the army, and the like. The 
shortage of teachers: of chemistry and 
physics is particularly acute. It is 
pointed out that this shortage might be 
met in many cases if physicians, phar- 
macista, and other professional men 
would take classes in nearb: school f 
a part. of each day ~ st 0 

Manual training departmants have 
suffered at least ag much as other sci- 
entific branches, for they uire men as 
teachers more than any er kind of 
high school work. Here, ton, it is sug- 
gested by those in ch of the Bureau 
of Education’s new vision that the 
part time plan might well be applied. 
There are many skilled mechanics who 
have had high school education and 
wo make excellent teachers if they 
—— consent. to _ assist even tempo- 
rarlly

not only important to the nation, but 
profitable to themselves as well. No 
finer. displey of patriotism could be 
made than by teaching during the emer- 
gency that now exists.

WHEN THE BOYS COME HOME. 

It is true, as JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER, 
Jr., says, that the intervention of 
Election Day and two victory celebra- 
tions impaired the work of the War 
Work Campaign fund, but that is not 
much of an excuse for the hitherto 
generous givers of the United States. 
It is not agreeable to contemplate the 
fact that the drive has had to be ex- 
tended two days because it could not 
raise the money needed in the eight 
days first allotted. In the last Liberty 
Loan campaign a pungent Western 
versifier wrote—in the columns of The 
Des Moines Register, according to our 
recollection: 

I’d rather be a yellow dog, 
My only home a hollow log 
Or garbage can, 
Than have the boys, when they come 
home,. - 
Find out*that I refused a loan 
To Uncle Sam. 

But how about refusing, not a loan 
to Uncle Sam, but a gift to the boys 
themselves? How about having them, 
when they come home, find out that 
the reason why they had such a hard 
time during the year they had to 
spend in Germany was due to the fact 
that you and others refused to con- 
tribute to the seven associations, Jew- 
ish, Catholic, Protestant, and nonsec- 
tarian, that would have made it an 
easy time? For that is what it amounts 
to if you refuse to give. This is what 
President ‘WILSON says about the need 
for the money: 

Now that the cessation of hostilities 
has come, we have entered upon a 
period in which the work of our seven 
welfare agencies assumes, if possible, 
an added importance. The incitement 
under which our soldiers and sailors 
have been working is withdrawn, their 
hours: of leisure are much more nu- 
merous, their temptations are greatly 
multiplied and intensified. It is clear 
that to minister to them for all of 
their time is going to require a larger 
financial] outlay than when they were 
being served for but a small fraction 
of their time. 

He cannot believe, he says, that the 
people will fail to complete the fund 
** and to give our men this fresh and 
‘* unmistakable evidence that we are 
‘“all still behind them and with ‘them 
“ during their patient and long vigil 
‘* in our behalf.*’ No... But the time 
is short; it is up on Wednesday even- 
ing.

There never was a Fatherland for 
the Germans during WILL1aAm’s reign. 
It was Kaiserland, a land of abso- 
lutism and slaves. In truth, the Ger- 
man people were the Katser’s can- 
non fodder, nothing more. 

The first words addressed to Marshal 
Focu by the German representatives 
at the armistice conference, as MARCEL 
HutT1n of the Echo de Paris. reports 
them, in substance tell the story: 

Germany’s army is at your mercy, 
Marshal.

SURPRISING DISCOVERIES OF AN 
AMATEUR POLITICIAN. ~ 
It is a good thing, after all, that 


Henry Forp is not more experienced 
in politics: If he were, we should not | 


have had that wail of anguish over 
his defeat which he issued on Satur- 
day. It was such interesting reading. 
When one meets with his first defeat 
in politics, it is always a stunning and 
painful surprise. One tries to figure 
out how it could possibly have hap- 
pened. In the first place, one is 
obviously the most fit and proper man 
for the office. Certainly. Very well, 
how then could one have been defeated 
by such an obviously inferior person as 
the creature whom the people elected? 
Obviously it could only have been by 
the use of money. ; 

This happens when one is defeated 
for Alderman. Later on, in successive 
elections, some of which are victories 
and some defeats, the feeling wears off 
and one gets to take both philosoph- 
ically, till by the time one runs for a 
United States Senatorship he has be- 
come a model of taciturnity; for he 
has a:great aversion to the mirth of 
his fellow-citizens. ; But Mr. Forp had: 
none of this long preparation... He 
leaped from a factory into a Senator- 
ship campaign this year, and has ac- 
cumulated in these months his entire 
stock of political experience. So he 
makes, naturally, the same noise he 
would make if he were on the thresh- 
old of politics, and had just been 
beaten for Alderman. . 

It seems that money beat him; not, 
perhaps, in the election, but certainly 
at the Republican primary, where 
‘* Wall Street’’ spent $176,000 to 
nominate NEWBERRY. This Wall Street 
matter is what is known in the pro- 
fession as ‘‘ old stuff." What does 
Wall Street care about who is elected 
Senator from Michigan? If Wall 
Street were spending money to. de- 
feat individual Senators, why has it 
never slung its money-bag at the head 
of Senator La FouLerre in any of his 
campaigns for the Senate? He has 
proved that he can hurt Wall Street, 
whereas Mr. Forp’s ability to hurt it, 
or to do anything in the Senate, is ex- 
tensively doubted. 

Mr. Forp has doubtless observed 
that the Grand Jury, after full inves- 
tigation, decided that there was noth- 
ing in ‘the charges against the ex- 
penditure of the Newberry campaign 
fund, but just now he is suffering 
much pain and the fact does not sink 
in. Money, in the true sense, was on 
the side of Mr. Forp, not Mr. Nrew- 
BERRY. Mr. Forp has spent years in 
raising wages, even to making $5 a 
day the minimum wage, and, whether 
he knows it or not, that is why he 
was nominated. The Michigan Dem- 
ocrats figured that that expenditure 
of. money would enable him to carry 
Wayne County almost unanimously 
and the rest of the State by a good 
margin. They counted those ex- 
penditures as an investment of which 
they could reap the profits. It was a 
good investment, for, as Mr. Forp

Roossveit in 1904, when, as the elec- 
tion plainly showed, they would have 
got about the same majority without 
spending a cent, when they might as 
well have closed up their headquarters 
the day after the nomination. Take 
the foolish politicians who raised a 
million dollars to re-elect Mayor 
MrrcHE. and got 300,000 majority for 
Mayor Hruan for their pains. 

Mr. Forp, as a newsomer in politics, 
is greatly solaced by the fact that the 
Republicans had ‘* to call for outside 
aid to beat him.’’ He actually does’ 
not know that outside aid is always 
called in excépt in States where the re- 
sult is sure; that Maine, for instance, 
is always fairly deluged with outside 
help from both parties. Altogether 
Mr. Forp talks with that engaging 
innocence hitherto characteristic ‘of 
him. .

P have seen in the let- 
ters of the German women who asked 
her influence in getting a relaxation of 
the armistice terms only an appeal from 
some estimable friends of hers who had 
the same right to sympathy and assist- 
ance as is possessed by anybody else 
subjected to severe sorrow. That is the 
position every pacifist now must take 
with respect to Germans, for to take 
any other—even to inquire how it was 
that they came to be in their present 
condition—might lead to a decision ‘that 
they did not deserve help, ‘or, ~worse 
still for the preservation of pacifist 
equanimity, that..what they had earned 
was justice rather than mercy. 

It seems not to have occurred to Miss 
AppamMs or to anybody in. her group that 
the present hardships of the Germans 
differ at all from those of the victims 
of earthquakes, floods, or droughts—peo- 
ple whose misfortunes are relieved as a 
matter of course by anybody who is able 
to do so. As a matter of fact, however, 
the sufferings of the Germans were 
brought upon themselves, by themselves, 
and invited, or at least knowingly 
risked, as the inevitable result of failure 
in such an adventure as the one on 
which they so joyfully ang. confidently

adventure there has not come from a 
single German, man or woman, one 
word of regret for having set out to 
conquer the world—not one word of 
compunction for the crimes committed 
while pursuing that magnificent and 
abominable end. Does she not draw any 
line of distinction between sinners who 
repent and those who make neither apol- 
ogies for the past nor promises for the 
future? ‘“ The church,” in all its vari- 
ants, draws such a line and draws it 
sternly and rigidly. Its invariable rule 
ia ‘No repentance, no‘ absolution,” 
and the repentance must be sincere or 
the absolution is of no avail. 

Before demanding too urgently the re- 
lief of her German friends, Miss 
AppamMs might ask them what they are 
doing for the women of Lille—for tHe 
few of those women, that is, who have 
survived the slavery and worse into 
which they were. driven like cattle by 
German: men, and have returned broken 
and shamed, and filled with envy for 
those who died.

Their standards and traditions were 
different from those of Greece, and the 
barbarians of the north and the south 
carhe easily to terms. 

To have had great ancestors does not 
always make for virtue, but it helps at 
least a@ little to have something fine in 
family history to emulate. Just that is 
what the Germans lack.

ports, the thing is now an undoubted 
fact. The terms are sufficiently severe 
to presage the condign puhishment. of 
the guilty nation which is chiefly re- 
sponsible for the initiation and horribly 
cruel conduct of the war. But let us 
not think that peace is concluded; or 
even that all the fighting is over for 
good, For one party to the solemm con- 
tract has passed out of existence.

‘lare to be enforced: when the treaty of 


peace shall be presented: for signature 
by all the injured powers. 

But who is to pay these incalculably 
immense stms for complete indemnifi- 
‘cation, and how is payment ‘to be en- 
forced? Instead of one bankrupt and un- 
scrupulous creditor, we have now a 
score or more. . For do not let us suppose 
that the German peoples, especially the 
Prussianized part of them, are any less 
crafty or .unscrupulous than they have 
been growing to be for the more than 
fifty years now past. 

There was, then, grand reason for re- 
joicing over the signing of the armistice 
by a thoroughly beaten and exhausted 
Germany; and reason such as never be- 
fore, and as never ‘is likely to occur 
again, in the lifetime of any one now 
living. But in’ the year to come, and 
probably in many years to come, there 
will be continued reason for patience, 
wisdom, and in all probability the exer- 
cise of no little of diplomatic skill and 
military control, with its inevitable 
clash of arms. In this we must be 
prepared as a nation to.take and hold,

Great tuterest was attached to Mr. 
Root's utterance because of the widely 
accepted report that he will be one of 
the representatives of the United States 
at the peace table. 

‘*‘ America can meet and solve all the 
great problems that will be hers as the 
result of the war and its sudden end- 
ing,’’ Mr. Root declared. ‘A difficult 
task Mes before the civilized world with 
the problems of reconstruction present- 
ing themselves in multiple phases. The 
public has no conception of how great 
and how @ifficult our task will be 
ner of all the duties that will present 
themselves as the world becomes once 


« more a world of peace, and nations, old 


and new, take up their lives where they 
left them off at the beginning of the 
struggle. Despite the difficulties and 
the obstacles that already appear, and 
others that will follow, there is no fear 
but that America can be counted upon 
to prove the wisest of nations in meet- 
ing the demands of the reconstruction 
period.”’ 

Mr. Root alluded to the forthcoming 
peace conference, and, in commenting 
upon the need of wisdom at the council 
table and the gigantic import of the de- 
cisions to be made, asserted: ‘* No man 
can frame the timetable of the Al- 
mighty.”’ 

“It is a tremendous event that has 
just oecurred,’”’ he said in referring to 
the signing of the armistice. ‘’ It is the 
greatest event of modern history. It 
was 2 world struggle for human free- 
dom, and from it we learned the lesson 
of sacrifice. From it will flow conse- 
quences to all the nations and to all the 
peoples.in them, which we cannot yet 
begin to understand or with any cer- 
tainty to prophesy in their entirety.

After an illness of more than a month, 
Captain Joseph B, Greenhut, merchant 
and civit war veteran, died yesterday, 
morning of heart disease in. his- home 
at 325 West End Avenue. The-Captain’s 
career, from the time he roamed the 
streets of Mobile looking for work to 
the final liquidation of the Greenhut 
Company, of which he was President, 
in the Spring of this year, had been 
full of adventure in all fts phases. He 
enlisted in the civil. war as a private, 
and by the end of the war had risen to 
the brevet rank of Colonel. -He.-was 
wounded at Fort Donelson and barely 
escaped having his arm amputated as a 
result. 

On February 28, 1843, a son was born 
to Benedict and. Mina. Greenhut in 
Bishop-Purnitz, Austria, and nine years. 
later they brought him to Chicago, Ill., 
where for three years he attended the 
public schools. The desire to make his 
fortune took him from the classroom 
and he made his way to Mobile, where 
he arrived with only 25 cents in his 
pocket. After several days passed. in 
walking the streets, a tinsmith engaged 
him as a solder heater. The boy quickly 


mastered the tinsmith's trade, and when

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 





Rapid. Readjustment Progress Seen. 





The rapidity with whink “Govern- 
ment agencies have begun: to grapple 
with the problems of business and in- 
dustry is something in which’ the 


+ country’ may ‘find much sa’ satistgotion. 
| The United States amazed the world 


by the speed of ‘ita war preparations 
and the vigor displayed by. the army 
and navy in carrying on their allotted 
parts in: ‘hostilities. Indications ap- 
peared last. week that the same inci- 
sive methods used in converting the 
‘nation from a peace to a war basis 
were to be exercised in the. reverse 
operation. Back of the military forces 
during the months when the country 
was concentrating; and using its tre- 
mendous forces of wealth, matertals, 
and men, stood the civilian leaders of 
finarice and industry, carefully plan- 
ning the measures to be utilized. The 
same leaders now are assuming the 
great task of alleviating the strain 
and uncertainty necessary to ‘the re- 
conditions, 
not the teast of which is entailed in the 
return of millions of hands to their 
former places in the national indus- 
trial scheme. Events so far recorded 
show that the managers of corpora- 
tions are co-operating fully with the 
Government's representatives. Steel 
and copper producers have urged that 
price-fixing schedules be allowed to 
remain in effect, at least for several 
months, lest too sudden alterations of 
quotations and wage scales work to 
disturb the existing order in a fashion 
to. work harm. The Secretary of the 
Treasury has presented his views on 
taxation in the immediate future, not 
less for the purpose of estimating in 
dollars and cents the costs of the 
transition period than in order to pre- 
sent to the public a skeleton outline 
of the imposts which they may expect. 
From Mr McAdoo’s survey last week 
it was gathered that taxation along 
the lines of the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s suggestions should be so de- 
| vised as to raise $2,000,000,000 less 
| between now and the middle of 1919 
‘than the revenue program has called 
‘for, while the total of Government 
; borrowing should show a reduction of 
; some $4,000,000,000 from the amount 
| So far considered. The Secretary 
' would have the excess profits tax for 
| the current/calendar year not. greater 
; than that provided in the. law under 
| which the 1917 taxes were laid. War 
' ‘and excess profits imposts on industry 
he would terminate with the collection 
‘on profits this year. 

In considering these ——— and 
also the measures under way to ease 
ithe alterations of industry, it must 
needs be borne in mind that any plans 
presented now are of a highly tenta- 
tive nature. The actual cost of the 
war cannot be approximated except in 
general terms. The internal unrest of 
Germany and Russia, the possibility of 
serious food conditions abroad in the 
coming Winter and Spring, force ‘the 
contemplation of further use of oyr 
armed forces in Europe. As long as 
the armies, or any substantial part of 
them, remain on the other side they 
must be maintained, and under the 
best of developments many months will 
have to pass before all the hundreds of 
thousands of men can be brought 
home. The after-war outlay in the 
, way of insurance payments can at the 
; present time be merely estimated. In 
‘regard to the continuation of arbitrary 
‘means for keeping prices for com- 
‘Modities stable, it stands to reason 
that considerable experimenting must 
‘be done. Time will be required for 
the world to readjust tts thoughts to 
‘normal conditions of trade and manu- 
facturing. The reason back of fixed 
prices is apprehension lest a removal 
of control would bring a sharp decline. 
Quite’ possibly a “movement toward 
lower levels would occur in many lines 
of activity if regulations were discon- 
tinued at once, but it may well be that 
even a few weeks or months will bring 
a rejuvenation of business sentiment 
which would result in an advance of 
steel, copper, and other quotations 
when the brakes were loosened. In the 
interval when sentiment is crystalliz- 
ing, economic developments of world- 
wide interest and importance may be 
looked for. A major resuit aimed at 
in regulating - prices is the retention 
of. wage scales at levels which would 
relieve labor of hardships resultant 
from a quick readjustment to peace 
conditions. In itself this effort does 
not presuppose that labor can be em- 
ployed as fully as under the pressure 
of war work, nor does it make clear 
the way for reintroducing the return- 
ing soldier to employment.. If labor is 
to be adequately employed, there must 
be orders for the mills and factories, 
orders now to come largely from 
private consumers of goods. In. the 
opinion of some economists, who. huve 
,devoted thought to industrial con- 
‘ ditions, the question of buying under a
